UNIVERSITY HELD ON THURSDAY, DECEMBER 8, 1977, AT 12:00 NOON

OPEN SESSION 
1. Chairman's Remarks 


(a) Mr. Duff referred to Concordia's two floats in the Grey Cup procession, adding 
that the Engineers’ float had won third prize. 


(b) Mr. Duff spoke with pleasure of the reception given to the Board by McGill's 
Board of Governors at the McGill Faculty Club on November 28. 


2. Minutes of the Previous Meeting (November 10, 1977) 


With the addition of Prof. Miller's name to the list of those present, the Minutes of the 
previous meeting were accepted. 


3. Business Arising from the Minutes 


Miss Saucedo introduced a series of amendments to the Code of Conduct. These had been 
circulated to the Governors and, before that, had been discussed with Mr. F. M. Sheldon 
and the University's lawyer. The Rector said that they were essentially clarifying 
amendments which made explicit what had previously been implicit. 


On a motion proposed by Miss Saucedo, and seconded by the Rector, the Code of 
Conduct, as amended, was approved. 


Committee Reports 


(a) Operational Services Committee 


The report of this Committee, previously circulated, was accepted, on motion by Mr. 
Grassby, and seconded by Mr. Bourgault. 


(b) Planning Committee 


The Chairman and the Rector agreed that the Planning Committee should meet in January 
1978. 


(c) Development Fund 


The Chairman announced that $598,000 had been raised by the Development Fund 
Campaign. Mr. Howard Lang, President of Canron, had agreed to head next year's 
campaign. 


Rector's Report 


Dr. O'Brien reported that discussions with the Department of Education were proceeding 
but nothing definitive had yet emerged. 


Reports of the Vice-Rectors 


Dr. McEvenue raised the matter of the closing of the Faculty Dining Room on the Loyola 
Campus. Prof. Martin, in reply, stated that a section of the Hingston Hall Dining Room 
had been partitioned off for the faculty and staff and would be used on a trial basis for 
two months. Miss Saucedo was not happy about this partitioning of the students’ dining 
hall. The Faculty Dining Room was closed because of the substantial financial loss on its 
operation. 


New Business 


(a) Graduate Students' Association: Changes in Constitution 


Mr. Kotiuga introduced the changes to the G.S.A.'s Constitution which he had 
just circulated. These had been gone over with Mr. Sheldon and the University's 
lawyer. There had been no objections from the G.S.A. itself. 


On a motion by Mr. Kotiuga, seconded by Mr. James, the changed Constitution 
of the Graduate Students’ Association, as tabled by Mr. Kotiuga, was accepted by 
the Board. 


(b) Armorial Bearings of Concordia University 


Mr. Duff drew attention to the coloured reproduction of the Concordia 
achievement which had been hung in the Council Room. 


(c) Bus Strike 
Miss Saucedo expressed her thanks on behalf of the student body for the efforts 


which had been made by the administration to provide transport for the students 
during the recent bus and metro strike. 


(d) Parking 
Mr. Bourgault spoke of the difficulties of finding parking space at the University. 


Prof. Martin sympathized with his problem but pointed out the difficulties 
involved. 


(e) Season's Greetings 


The Chairman, in thanking the Governors for their co-operation during the year 
now closing, wished them a Merry Christmas and a Happy New Year. 


8. Date, Time, and Place of the Next Meeting 


The next meeting of the Board will be held on Thursday, January 12, 1978, at noon in the 
Hall Building.
